fall to inspect, the inside of a rising 
for breaks, nails and p ieces of glass ’ 
says the bulleHn. “ Frequently some 
p iece of foreign m atter works Its way 
through the shoe, hut it cannot be seen 
by the eye. 
The rep airer should in 
p ert the casing with his fingers. 
Insp ect the Trend. 
“ After a tube has been rep aired. It 
is also advisable to insp ect the thread 
for breaks and foreign matter. What­ 
ever the motorist ex tracts from these 
breaks In the way of glass, tack- or 
nails,

bids throttles down when he sees that 
he must come to a stop in traffic, 
ami brings his car to a stand ing posi­ 
tion with little w ear on tires or brakes.
